and land a cargo of arms in Ireland 
for the projected 
revolution. 
The 


sfe?mer was blown up by its crew 
when they found that its capture by 
a British patrolboat was inevitable. 


Up to a year before the war broke 


out, 
Casement had been in the, Brit- 


ish consular service in

served a total of 1S vears. He had 
attained wide celebrity for his ex- 
posure of the rubber atrocities 
In 


Brazil and also in the Congo. Short- 
ly after the outbreak of the war, 
Casement went to Berlin where he 
opened negotiations for aid for

Irish rebellion.

capture. Irish prisoners of war who 
had heen exchanged, testified that he 
had endeavored to persuade raptured 
soldiers to join a revolutionary force 
which was to be despatched to Ire- 
land.
